I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Deport 
upon  the  Health  of  your  District  during  the  year  1953. 

During  the  last  year  there  has  been  an  appreciable 
increase  in^the  actual  number  of  Births  that  hove  occurred, 

Tne  respective  figuies  for  the  last  four  years  have  been  42, 

46,  and  63o  The  current  figure,  even  when  considered 
in  corrected  form,  shows  a considerable  advancement  over  those 
for  Sngland  & Wales _ (15 .5 ) and  for  the  whole  County  (16.1). 

It  IS,  of  course,  difficult  to  attribute  this  figure  to  any 
single  factor,  but  it  may  well  be  that  the  continuation  of  tne 
^ scheme  for  the  progressive  environmental  betterment 
01  Its  population  by  rehousing  in  new  modern  dwellings  may  be 
no  sman  factor  of  contribution.  During  theselast  two  years 
a -cotal  of  40  new  houses  have  been  brought  into  occupation. 

On  December  31st  1952  10  houses  were  then  in  the  process  of 
construction  whereas  on  December  31st  1953  a total  of  12  houses 
were  on  the  way  towards  completion,

During  1953  a number  of  property  owners  converted  their 
existing  closets  to  water  closets  and  connected  their  drainage 
system  to  the  Council’s  sewer.  The  district  was  divided  into 
three  areas  for  the  purpose  of  ho’use  connection  schemes,  the  town 
section  to  be  dealt  with  first.  Tenders  were  received  and 
contractors  appointed,  but  work  did  not  commence  until  1954. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  for  tbe  purpose  of  deciding  whethei 
existingcloset  buildings  were  suitable,  and,  where  new  buildings 
had  to  be  provided,  to  decide  their  postion.

Wi\TES  SUPPLY 


Certain  houses  in  the  town  area  had  not  been  connected 
to  "toe  main  supply  and  in  order  to  prevent  delay  with  the  nouse 
conviction  scheme,  62  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  Section 
138,  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  County  Council  asked  the  Urban  Council  in  Pebruar^^ 

1953  to  name  the  districts,  in  order  of  priority,  to  which  the 
County  water  mains  should  be  extended.  The  names  of  the 
following  districts  were  submitted  ? 

1.  Penrhyd;  2 Pencae;  3 Burwen;  4 Llaethdy;  5 The  Mount. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  action  has  been  taken  to 
put  this  work  in  hand,  especially  considering  two  factors,  namely, 
the  unsatisfactory  well , supplies  in  the  districts  concerned, 
and  the  unemployment  in  the  area, 

Refugge  Disposal 

Refuse  was  collected  on  4 days  per  week  end  pall  closets 
were  emptied  at  night.  The  refuse  was  tipped  at  the  site 
between  the  new  factory  and  the  harbour.  It  is  not  considered 
an  ideal  site  as  the  area  is  open,  and  indiscriminate  tipping 
is  carried  out  by  builders,  tradesman,  etc.,  but  its  position  is 
such  that  it  does  not  cause  a nuisance  to  any  residential  area. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers. 

One  application  was  received  and  the  applicant  was 
registered. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

One  house  had  to  be  disinfected  during  the  year.  No 
houses  were  found  to  be  verminous,  but  one  house  was  found  in 
a filthy  condition  and  was  dealt  with  during  1954. 

Factories  Act. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year.  A number  of 
premises  are  being  dealt  with  in  the  Council's  conversion  scheme. 

Food  and  Drugs. 

One  application  was  received  during  the  year  for  registration 
to  sell  ice  cream.  This  was  granted, 

5 samples  of  ice  creani  taken  were  Grade  1. 

3 samples  of  ice  cream  taken  were  Grade  2. 

The  following  were  among  food  surrendered  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption j - 

305  tins  of  various  fruit.  128  tins  of  meat. 

41  tins  of  fish.  183  tins  of  various  vegetables 

41  tins  of  milk.  3 tins  of  soup. 

28  lbs  Beef  (Bruised). 

The  retailers  throughout  the  district  were  very  helpful  in 
notifying  any  doubtful  foodstuff. 

Rodent  Control 

This  work  was  carried  out  by  a part-time  operator.  The 
sewers  were  treated  in  May  and  November  and  a major  treatment  was 
carried  out  in  collaboration  with  the  Ministry's  Mobile  Staff,  at 
the  Council's  tip  and  the  Associated  Ethyl  Woiks,  with  excellent 
results ,
